© NEEDED IOWA LEGISLATION. 

Farmers of Iowa will be very greatly 
disappointed and thoroughly disgusted 
if the present General Assembly ad- 
journs without enacting some greatly 
needed legislation for the benefit of 
farmers, and through them for the 
benefit of the entire state. The last 
two wet have demonstrated 
that on an average from ten to twelve 
per cent of the farms require drainage 
in order to produce any sort of a pay- 
ing crop. While some of these can 
be drained without passing through 
the land of another, a large portion 
can not, and the farmers imperatively 
demand legislation which will enable 
them to procure an outlet through the 
lands of their neighbors without going 
to expense and trouble which is prac- 
tically prohibitory. 

Is it not worth while to spend some 
time and trouble in framing a law that 
will add from ten to fifteen per cent 
to the tillable area of Iowa soil, and 
in the same proportion increase the 
productive power and the wealth and 
prosperity of the state? As it is now, 
farmers can not procure the right-of- 
way through the lands of another 
against the owner’s will unless he can 
show that such a drain is necessary to 
the public health. This can not be 
done unless you can demonstrate to 
the township trustees that mosquitoes 
are a menace to the welfare of the 
community. 

On few questions do we receive 
more letters of inquiry than on this. 
Farmers feel that in order to make 
interest or rent on lands needing drain- 
age they must tile drain their land, 


seasons 


and many of them can not tile drain | 


without an outlet through the land of 
another. Where neighbors are broad- 
minded and intelligent and patriotic 
there is no difficulty in securing this 
kind of an _ outlet. Unfortunately, 


many farmers feel that they are dam- | 
aged if a neighbor drains through their | 


land even at his own expense. This 
is all nonsense, and the worst kind 
of nonsense. Drainage, properly con- 
ducted, always benefits land, and if 
possible each man should be required 
to contribute to this real public im- 
provement in proportion to the benefits 
received. 

A law of this kind is equally neces- 
sary in order that we may have proper 
drainage for the roads. Without re- 
moval of the under-water there is no 
possibility of having a good road, and 
to talk about good roads without some 
law which permits the supervisor to 
drain the land in its natural drainage 
channel is simply a waste of time 

As stated in a recent article, farmers 
need some legislation that will enable 
them to get a cattle passage across 
railroads where they pass through 
their lands. This is a constant source 
of annoyance between the railroads 
and the farmers, and for the sake of 
promoting good 
railroads and the people the legisla- 
tion which the railroad commissioners 
have requested former general assem- 
blies to enact should be enacted now. 

Then, again, there is complaint that 


feeling between the

railroads do not permit co-operative § 


companies to erect elevatorg on their 
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right-of-way. This should be rem- 
edied. 

Another piece of legislation urgent- 
ly needed and of which we believe 
Wallaces’ Farmer is the only paper 
that has yet spoken, is some kind of 
official investigation of feeding stuffs. 
Iowa is becoming a great feeding 
state. Professor Crutiss told us the 
other day that it took a quarter of a 
million dollars’ worth of feed a day 
to feed the live stock of Iowa. Farm- 
ers are buying feed right and left; 
bran, shorts, ship stuff, oil meal, cot- 
ton seed meal, germ oil meal, gluten 
feed, gluten meal, tankage, dried 
blood, malt sprouts, oats shorts, be- 
sides large amounts of stock foods sold 
as foods. 

Most of the states now have laws re- 
quiring the chemical composition to 
stated on the sack and to be guaran- 
teed and then make it the duty of 
someone connected with the experi- 
ment station to buy these products in 
the open market, analyze them, and 
publish the analyses in a bulletin, to- 
gether with the guaranteed analyses. 
Solong as present conditions exist there 
will be a constant temptation to dump 
inferior products on the Iowa market 
and the markets of all other states 
which do not have laws of this char- 
acter. 

Farmers all know that they are fre- 
quently cheated in buying these by- 
products. There is a great difference 
in bran, and a good deal of the 
middlings is nothing better than bran; 
oil meal sometimes contains about as 
much weed seed as oil cake, and in- 
ferior brands of cotton seed meal are 
put on the market. And the farmers 
are without recourse. 

This law should by all means be en- 
acted this winter. 

We are not prepared to present bills 
covering these various points. We do 
not know that any man is just now, 
but certainly the members of the leg- 
islature who have a farming constitu- 
ency can get together, ascertain what 
other states have done in this direc- 
tion, copy the best features of their 
laws and modify them to suit condi- 
tions, and thus win the confidence and 
the gratitude of their constituents. 

Farmers are modest folk and do not 
ask much, do not ask in concert, and 
when they do ask do not seek and 
knock according to the Scriptures. In 
this we are attempting to voice what 
we know to be the sentiment of the 
best farmers in Iowa, and we hope 
the General Assembly will take up 
and consider the matter and give the 
needed relief. 





EFFECTS DUE TO THE COTTON 
BOLL-WEEVIL. 


That pestiferous little insect the 
cotton boll-weevil is making a lot of 
trouble for hundreds of thousands who 
never before dreamed that there was 
such a little pest on the face of the 
earth. We really believe it does less 
harm on the whole to the planters 
who grow the cotton than it does to 
those who never before heard of the 
weevil. While it has been hard on in- 
dividuals, yet the reduction in the 


amount of the crop has been fully 
made up by the advance in the price, 
taking the cotton district as a whole. 
The real grief comes to very large 
classes of people who transport, man- 
ufacture, and use cotton. The effect 
has been very severe on the cotton 
spinners in England who have been 
thrown out of employment, on the 
men who operate the mills, and it has 
been hard on the poor Chinese who de- 
pend largely on us for cotton cloth, 
and will undoubtedly decrease the 
amount of our exports to that country 
and thus affect remotely the entire 
population of the United States. 

It has its bearings also on other 
lines. Those who feed cotton seed 
meal have been obliged either to pay 
a very high price or else abandon its 
use in whole or in part. We learn 
that feeding has been abandoned at 
many mills in the south and the ex- 
tent of outside cattle feeding greatly 
limited because of the advance in the 
price of the cotton seed meal, the re- 
sult of the ravages of the cotton boll- 
weevil. 

This again makes a greater demand 
for corn for cattle feeding and tends 
to advance the price. In fact, cotton 
seed meal is now about as high as it 
was in 1901 when corn was twice as 
high in some sections and 50 per cent 
higher in others than it is now. 

Surely the whole world is kin when 
a little pest coming in from Mexico 
into southwestern Texas and spread- 
ing clear across the state and into 





Louisiana can set in motion such a 
widespread disaster in one year. 

When in the cotton country last 
spring and hearing the complaints and 
forebodings of Texas farmers, we told 
them we believed it would be a bless- 
ing to them in diguise as it would com- 
pel them to diversify their farming, 
grow less cotton and more of some- 
thing else, and thus put greater labor 
and care on their cotton. It did not, 
however, occur to us that the influence 
of the pest would be not merely na- 
tional but international. The worst of 
it is that it is likely to spread farther 
east and north during the next season 
and give us permanently high prices 
for cotton, cotton goods, cotton seed 
meal, and make still larger and larger 
demands on the corn crop. 


THE IDEAL EAR OF CORN. 

For the last two or three years 
farmers in the middle corn belt have 
expressed their conviction that the 
size of the ear of corn as prescribed 
by the score card is too small. They 
claim that the object of growing corn 
is to get the greatest number of pounds 
of the highest feeding value, and, 
therefore, that the length of the ear 
should not be limited to ten inches; 
that it is quite possible to get an ear 
eleven or twelve inches long quite as 
perfect in other respects as the shorter 
ear; therefore, why not in the central, 
and especially in the southern dis- 
tricts, encourage the growth of the 
larger ear. 

The whole question, of course, turns 
on whether the larger ear will grow 
more corn than the smaller. Long 
ears usually have shallower grains, 
and, therefore, a smaller proportion 
of corn to cob, and as a rule have less 
corn than shorter ears. We have, how- 
ever, in some of the corn exhibits 
seen ears above the standard length 
that were quite as deep in the grain 
and as small in the cob as the ears 
of standard length, and the question 
therefore resolved itself into this: Is 
it possible to lengthen the ear of corn 
and still maintain the large per cent 
of corn to cob? 

We can readily see why corn ex- 
perts have adopted the present stand- 
ard. When men really began to study 
corn they soon discovered that the 
ideal of many farmers of the very 
long ear is altogether wrong; that 
farmers who are growing these long 
ears and selecting for length are really 
growing cobs and not corn. It was 
very easy to demonstrate to them by 
simply shelling and weighing that they 
were really growing less corn on a 
cob twelve or fourteen inches long 
than they were on one ten inches. 

We have gone far enough now, how- 
ever, to ask the question whether the 
ear might not be lengthened one inch, 
or even two, in the sections capable of 
producing the largest crops without 
diminishing, but, on the other hand, 
actually increasing the yield per acre. 





ALFALFA ON BOTTOM LANDS. 


An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“Can alfalfa be grown on the Des 
Moines river bottom lands? If so, 
what is the proper method of sowing 
the seed, and the quantity to be sown 
per acre?” 

The Des Moines river bottom lands 
do not differ very greatly from the 
bottom lands along any of the rest 
of our streams. Where these lands 
are subject to overflow one or two 
years out of five we would not advise 
sowing alfalfa. Alfalfa is an ex- 
pensive crop to sow, costing at pres- 
ent prices for seed, at the rate of 
twenty to twenty-five pounds per acre, 
very nearly $3.00 per acre. It will cost 
$3.00 to prepare the ground properly 
and sow the seed, and it will also cost 
one year’s rent of the land, so that it 
is very safe to say, taking one year 
with another, that the cost of seeding 
an acre to alfalfa is from $7.00 to 
$10.00. Therefore, alfalfa should not 
be sown on lands subject to overflow 
or on lands where there is a liability 
of water or melted snow lying upon 


it in the winter. 
Our correspondent, however, prob- 
ably means the bench lands along 


streams not subject to overflow. We 
believe it is quite possible to grow 
alfalfa along the bench lands of any 
of the streams in Iowa and adjoining 
states where the soil, as it generally 
is, is alluvial, loose, and porous, not 
gumbo, and where the drainage is such 
that the water will not stand on the 
surface during the winter; in other 
words, where there is good drainage 
both above and below. 

The preparation of the iand should

be as thorough as possible; deep plow- 
ing, preferably in the fall, thorough 
disking, fine harrowing, and sowing 
at the rate of from twenty to twenty 
five pounds per acre, preferably of 
seed grown on the uplands and with- 
out irrigation. If seed could be ob 
tained grown under like conditions of 
humidity, as, for example, around 
Lake Minnetonka, Minnesota, where it 
has been grown for a number of years, 
the chances would be much better. 
The alfalfa, like every other plant, 
adapts itself in time to climatic condi- 
tions. 

After the weeds begin to appear, as 
they will in newly sown alfalfa (for 
while alfalfa is a very vigorous plant 
after it is aear old, it is quite tender 
for the first summer) the mower 
should be run over it to keep down 
the weeds. It requires about three 
mowings the first season. Except in 
rare cases no attempt should be made 
to secure a crop of hay, aithough un- 
der very favorable conditions this can 
sometimes be secured in the fall It 
is well, however, to take one full sea 
son to getting the plant started vigor 
ously. If it survives during the first 
winter it may fairly be regarded as a 
success. 

We do not think “that alfalfa 
stands will be permanent in the 
clover country as they are in the semi 
arid regions west of the Missouri, 
which alfalfa is particularly adapted

LISTED CORN IN ILLINOIS. 


A correspondent Henderson 
county, Illinois, asks whether it would 
be better to list his corn or to culti 
vate it in the usual way

He says 


“My plan would be to thoroughly 
disk or pulverize the ground before 
listing; in other words, I would put 


it in about the same condition that 
I would to put in a crop of oats, and 
have the work done at a time suitable 
for planting corn. I would 
double row combined lister and would 
run it at a depth not to exceed three 


use a 


inches. I would use for plowing the 
corn the first and second times a 
double row disk plow—one that can 
be so adjusted as to throw only the 
amount of soil to the corn that it 
would stand. I would aim to have 


the ground level at the second plowing 
with disk plow, and for the third and 
fourth plowings I would use a double 
row shovel cultivator In your 
opinion, would this plan of putting in 
and tending the corn crop give as good 
returns as the method we now pursue, 
that of plowing, harrowing, and plant 
ing?” 

We think it would depend altogether 


on the character of the soil This 
method works splendidly on deep, 
loose, alluvial soils, and if his soil is 
of that character we do not see why 
it would not be quite successful and 


enable one man to do the work of two 
What do our readers who have adopted 


a method similar to this think of it? 
Any plan that will decrease the 
amount of labor without decreasing 
the amount of corn, even at the ex 
pense of somewhat increased horse 
power, will be welcome to a large

In the greater 
part of the country the soil was not 
in condition to insure eariy sowing 
and vigorous germination; at least in 
the northern part of the belt. We do 


not, therefore, look for a good crop in 
the state of Iowa or in northern Mis- 
souri or Nebraska. The drouth is hav- 
ing its effect in the centra! sections 
and freezing and thawing in the more 
southern sections. This unfavorable 
prospect is beginning to be reflected 
in the mills and it would not surprise 
us if wheat would be good stuff to hold 
on to until we see what March will 
do to the crop.

hope to obtain. You must first get 
their attention; second, their confi-

Re 
member to remind him that while it 
would be a favor to you by enabling 
you to get in on the corn contest, you 
are asking him to take the paper on 
its merits as an investment that will 
pay him and is paying 36,000 farmers 
else they would not continue to 
take it 

You will no doubt find some farmers 
who will admit all that you say, will 
admit that it will pay them, that they 
really ought to subscribe, but have a 
number of excuses on hand. One of 
the most common is that they are tak 
ing too many papers already and have 
not time to read them all. While this 
is no doubt true, it is a poor excuse, 
and you will have to meet it. Just 
how you must meet it depends on the 
man Put this down in your own 
mind, however, that you always find 
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time to read what really interests you, 
and it is safe to assume that they do 
the same thing. Now if they do not 
read their papers, that is the best evi- 
dence that the papers do not interest 
them; in other words, that they are 
not of the right sort, and if you have 
succeeded in getting them interested 
in Wallaces’ Farmer you should not 
have any trouble in getting them to 
discontinue something in which they 
have not sufficient interest to take 
time to read. A good deal depends on 
the way a boy presents this point to 
the man. You will have to use tact

Others will tell you that they are 
taking papers that do not stop when 
the time is out, and as soon as they 
can get them stopped they will sub- 
scribe.

They wili no doubt 
keep coming, to be followed in due 
time by a bill, but make this point 
clear to these people, that somebody 
pays for the paper. The less the sub- 
scriber pays the more the advertiser 
must pay, and the more the advertiser 
pays the more the paper is conducted 
in the interests of the advertiser and 
the less in the interests of its readers 
The men who pay dearest for their 
papers are those who get them for the 
least money. The advertiser gets the 
rest off of them by selling them some- 
thing that is not worth the money, 
and these cheap papers are the very 
ones that are compelled to take in ad- 
vertising which should not go into 
a farm paper at all.

POISON IN SORGHUM. 

We noticed a year or two ago that 
Professor Peters in making a study of 
sorghum discovered that the fatalities 
that followed feeding it in certain 
stages were due to a virulent poison. 
J. C. Brunnich, in a communication to 
the Journal of Chemical Society of 
London, reports a study of this sub- 
ject with the result that he finds 
hydrocyanic acid—a deadly poison— 
both in sorghum and in corn. The 
acid gradually diminishes as the crop 
matures, and while it is not possible 
to state at what time the crop becomes 
absolutely safe, it may be assumed as 
a rule that sorghum is safe for fodder 
as soon as the seeds are fairly de- 
V eloped 

He reports also that the amount of 
poison appears to be increased by the 
use of heavy nitrogenous fertilizers. 
He finds a small amount of this poison 
in common corn in its various stages 
until the formation of cobs, but never 
in dangerous quantities. 

The conclusion, therefore, of this 
investigator is the same at 
which Wallaces’ Farmer arrived a year

WHERE TO PUT THE MANURE. 


A subscriber of Jasper county, Iowa, 
that he has _ considerable 
manure to haul from the horse barn 
this winter, intending to put it on corn- 
stalk land to be put in corn again the 
year He. wishes to know 
whether it is best to let it heat in the 
pile before hauling, or haul out as fast 
as it accumulates, and also whether it

would be advisable to put it in piles 
n the field and scatter in the spring, 
tl land being quite hilly. 


We might very easily tel) our sub- 
what we think he ought to do 
we prefer to give the reason for 
ying so first. If horse manure be left 
n the pile, it heats rapidly because of 
the free access of the air to that kind 
manure. The result is the develop- 
ment of ammonia, composed largely of 
nitrogen, which passes off into the air 
and is lost. There is, therefore, noth- 
ing gained but a good deal lost by 
wllowing it to accumulate at the stable. 
Therefore it should be hauled out as 
fast as it accumulates and put directly 
on the land. For a similar reason 
there would be no benefit in putting 
in piles in the field, the inevitable 
result of which would be the develop- 


riper 


ment of more ammonia and greater 
loss, to say nothing of the additional 
labor of scattering it. 


The fact that the manure is to be 
put on the hillside cuts no figure what- 
There would be a possibility (on 
very hilly land that was covered with 
a sheet of ice, in case a rain should 
follow) of some loss, but this loss un- 
der ordinary conditions is too small 
even to take into calculation at all. 
Even frozen ground takes up water 


ever 
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very rapidly and there would be but 
little loss even under the worst condi 
tions imaginable and at most but an 
infinitesimal fraction of the loss that 
would follow by allowing it to remain 
in a pile either at the barn or in the 
field. 

If this were coarse, strawy manur 
we would hesitate about putting it on 
corn land in that locality lest if plow« 
under it would interfere with th« 
capillary action of the soil next sum 
mer. If there is a very large amour 
of bedding in it, we would prefer to 
put even horse manure on the pasture 
Our advice, therefore, to our corr: 
spondent would. be to get a manure 
spreader, throw the manure from th« 
barn into it, hitch to it, and take it 
out and scatter it evenly either on the 
cornstalks or on the meadow or pa 
ture. 





AMENDING THE INTERSTATE COM- 
MERCE ACT. 

The time is certainly 
amendment of the interstate commerc: 
act which will make it effective ir 
protecting the interests of the Amer 
can people. Although this 
been in force seventeen years and wa 
believed at the time to be a rem: 
for the evils of rebates and other 
due preferences to persons and plac« 
its results bave been only statistica 
and in a mild way moral. It is now 
proposed “to rehabilitate the commi 
sion with authority to determine after 
full hearing of all parties in interest 
what change shall be made in a rat 
complained of, or any practice affect 
ing the rate, for the transportation of 
persons or property, found to be dis 
criminative or unreasonable, such d¢ 
termination to be immediately opera 
tive, subject to suspension by a circuit 
court of the United States upon review 
on application of the carrier.” 

It can not be too firmly impress 
on the minds of the public that th: 
trust evil of which the people so bi 
terly complain is in the majority of 
cases based on preferences on ra 
roads. There can be no monopoly oi 
the transportation of grain on any lin: 
of railroad if the men who own the 
elevators do not have in some way o1 
other a preference either of a low: 
rate, free storage, or in some 
way. There could be no monopo 
beef packing at Chicago or the other 
leading cities if there were not 
some way a preference given 
the packers.on railroads; genera 
through mileage paid to refrigerator 
lines which are owned by the packer 
Nearly every great monopoly, notab 
the Standard Oil, has been built up 
rebates or other preferences on ra 
roads.

The message of Governor Cummins 
at the opening of the Iowa legislature

takes so broad a view of matters which 
interest the farmers in the Mississippi 
valley, and hoping that our Iowa read- 
ers will read it carefully we make the 
following extracts which have more 
than state significance. On the sub- 
ject of insurance the governor says: 
“T concur also in the recommenda- 
tion that an effort be made to define 
what a contract of life insurance is. 
In these days life insurance takes on 


so many phases, and the ingenuity of | 


managers is so great, that every kind 
of indemnity and investment, fair and 
unfair, honest and fradulent, is offered 
to the people as life insurance. I be- 
lieve that a statutory definition can be 
devised, broad enough to embrace 
every legitimate contract and _ that 
would facilitate the work of the audi- 
tor in excluding contracts which are 
either fradulent or which belong to 
some other field of enterprise.” Had 
the legislation which he now suggests 
been enacted some years ago it would 
have saved the people of the entire 
west, and particularly men of small 


incomes, such as preachers, school 
teachers, and farmers, a good many 
hundred thousand dollars. 


On the subject of the higher educa- 
tion in the State University and the 
Agricultural College he says: “With 
respect to the State University and 
the Iowa State College of Agriculture 
and Mechanic Arts I know that the 
appropriations made for them have 
been expended with a painstaking 
economy and a strenuous effort to 
make them cover wants which they 
will not cover, the like of which I have 
rarely seen. I have advised both these 
boards to lay before you the needs of 
their respective institutions, without 
regard to the probability of your be- 
ing able to supply them all at this 
time. I have no sympathy, nor, in- 
deed, tolerance, for the attitude some 
times assumed of appearing before 
you, asking something, and fearing 
lest too much should be asked. I have 
said to them, and I now repeat to you, 
that these institutions belong to the 
state of Iowa and these boards are s'm- 
ply trustees to manage them as best 
they may; and it is their duty to re- 
port to you their exact condition and 
all their needs, and it is for you to 
supply them if you can. 

“IT speak now of my own knowledge. 
We might as well face the unpleasant 
fact that, with respect to support, 
equipment and buildings, we are be- 
hind the times, and in these respects 
we compre unfavorably with the 
states that would be naturally chosen

proud of the instructional force at 
both these institutions. It is superb, 
and its strength and loyalty keep both 
the university and the college in the 
front, notwithstanding the meagerness 
of compensation, the inadequacy of 
numbers and the incompleteness of 
equipment. We can well boast, also, 
of the student bodies, for in every- 
thing which makes up the promise of 
superior manhood and womanhood they 
are not surpassed. It is, however, true 
that both of them must have more 
support or they will fall behind in the 
race, and both of them must have 
more buildings or we can not hope to 
educate and train our boys and girls 
at home 

“I refer now more especially to the 
buildings. The State University needs 
imperatively, and needs now, a science 
hall, an engineering hall, an _  audi- 
torium, a library, a law building, a de- 
tention hospital, and a gymnasium. 

“The Iowa State College of Agricul- 
ture and Mechanic Arts needs, and 
needs sadly, a central heating plant 
a hall of agriculture, a library, a 
domestic science building, an audi- 
torium, a gymnasium, a dairy building, 
and a dairy farm. If we intend to 
carry on successfully the magnificent 
work that is fairly begun at lowa City 
and at Ames, and to give our boys and 
girls an opportunity equal to that 
afforded elsewhere, we must have 
these buildings, and they must be 
equipped.” 

On farm drainage he says: “Our 
experience during the past two years 
has shown with conclusive force that 
our laws relating to drainage need 
complete revision. It is unnecessary 
for me to go further into the subject, 
because its importance is deeply im- 
pressed upon a great majority of the 
members of the Thirtieth General 
Assembly. I certainly recommend 
such adequate legislation as.will en- 
able the land owners of this state to 
protect themselves against rainfalls 
such as we have recently witnessed.” 

While has special significance 
in Iowa, the principle involved applies 
to Illinois, Missouri, and Minnesota as 
well. What he has to say on corpora- 
tions has a much wider significance: 
‘IT had an opportunity two years ago 
in my inaugural address to define to 
some extent my views upon the organ- 
ization of corporations. The history 
of this state, as well as the country, 
since that time demonstrates beyond 
controversy that in the organization 

f corporations the law ought to limit 
the issuance of capital stock to the 
amount actually paid to the corpora- 
tion for it. You can render your con- 
stituents no better service than to so 
‘mend our laws as to make it certain 
that the capital stock of a corporation, 
together with any bonded indebted- 
shall not exceed the money or 
the value of the property coming into 
the possession of the corporation as 
the consideration for such stocks and 
bonds. The most serious menace to 
the prosperity which has been so gen- 
erously enjoyed by the people of the

ness, 


United States during the last few 
years has grown out of over-capitaliza- 
tion. 

“I believe also that, before any 


corporation about to be organized is 
permitted to file its articles of incorpo- 
ration in the office of the secretary of 
state, they ought to be submitted to 
a board, composed of the executive 
council and the attorney general, for 
approval. Our experience has shown 
that this is necessary in order to re- 
strict corporations within legitimate 
lines and to exclude those which are 
organized for an unlawful or a dis- 
honest purpose. If you will examine 
the records of the office of the secre- 
tary of state for the past two years 
you will feel no doubt respecting the 
propriety of this suggestion.” 

The evil of watered stocks can at 
present be remedied only through 
state legislation, and it is an omen 
of better times when the governor of 
the state of Iowa takes the position 
that every dollar represented by 
stocks, bonds, and other indebtedness 
should be represented by the actual 
stuff. Men would then know what 
they are buying and the stocks and 
bonds of corporations thus organized 
and managed would become the very 
best of investments for the farmer and 
small capitalist. 

The entire message is of very great 
interest to the people of Iowa, and we

Dogs and Sheep. 


A correspondent of eastern lowa 
writes: 
“During the last summer large num 


bers of sheep have been killed in this 
part of the state by dogs and the 
farmers have been unable to recover 
damages in any way. We have started 
to petition the legislature to 
some remedy by which the sheep may 
be protected. Urge the farmers of the 
state to petition the legislature to en- 
act some law to this effect.’ 

There was a provision of 
in Iowa legislation some years ago but

it seems to have been dropped out 


with the enactment of the new code 
The provision was that the tax on 
dogs should constitute a fund with 
which to pay the losses of sheep killed 
by dogs in the state. The supreme 
court knocked a bad hole in this, as 
it sometimes does in other laws It 
decided that it was only when the 
owner was unknown or unable to re- 
spond in damages that the injured 


party was entitled to indemnity out of 
the special fund, and then not because 
of any common law liability upon the 
part of the county. In other words, 
the claims were not claims against the 
county but against the funds, and, 
therefore, allowance could be made 
only by the board of supervisors. 
We would be glad to see a law of 
this kind enacted, but the protection 
of sheep from dogs or indemnity for 
losses is one of the hardest things to 
get through the legislature for the 
reason that every member has more 
constituents that have dogs than have 
sheep, and in many counties the man 
who would enact any law oppressive to 


dogs would be likely to be defeated 
the next election. The present law 
on the subject is as follows: 

“Sec. 2340. It shall be lawful for 


any person to kill any dog caught in 
the act of worrying, maiming, or kill- 


ing any sheep or lamb, or other

The War Cloud in the East. 

Sooner or later, and from the pres- 
ent outlook sooner, there will be war 
in the east that may or may not in- 
volve the great nations of the world, 
but the result of which will have very 
much to do with the interests of the 
farmers of the United States. It is 
only a question of time when this con- 
flict will occur which will determine 
whether the Chinese empire is to be 
divided up into spheres of influence 
and its commerce divided among those 
who control those spheres or whether 
the open door will prevail and the 
farmers of the United States have the 
populace of eastern Asia, containing 
almost one-half the population of the 
world, as a free market. The conflict 
is not between Russia and China, but 
between Russia and Japan, but the re- 
sults of the conflict will affect China 
more than any other one nation and 
affect the commerce of the United 
States more than that of any nation 
in the world. 

When the Panama canal shall be 
dug, of which there is now but little 
doubt, China will be nearer to the 
United States than to any other of the 
nations of Europe. Our possession of 
the Philippine islands gives us a foot- 
hold in the east and our non-aggressive 
policy with China makes us a pre- 
ferred customer, and in case the pres- 
ent condition remains, in a quarter of 
a century the Pacific ocean will be but 
an American lake and our trade on 
the Pacific will equal, if, indeed, it does 
not surpass that on the Atlantic. This 
may appear to be a wild statement but 
our younger people will see it, if not 
in twenty-five years, in a very short 
time after. 

It is not easy to state the definite, 
particular things over which Russia 
and Japan are about to quarrel. It is 
very easy, however, to state the sub- 
stance of it. Japan is very thickly 
populated with a people the most en- 
terprising, aggressive, and energetic 
of all the eastern nations. The Japan- 
ese are the Yankees of Asia. The only 
outlet they can possibly have for their 
surplus is Korea, lying on the conti- 
nent just south of Manchuria and form- 
ing their connection with China proper. 
Russia having secured by means 
its railroads military possession of the 
Chinese province of Manchuria, 
termined at all hazards to hold it, and 
if she succeeds in doing so it is only 
a question of time when she will con- 
trol Korea as well. With Manchuria 
annexed to Russia it is a question of 
a very short time when the Chinese 
empire will be carved up between Eng- 
land, Germany, and France. In the 
English portion of it alone will the 
United States have the privilege of the 


open door. For this reason England 
and the United States are in sym- 
pathy with Japan, while Germany 


would be only too glad to see Russia 
annex Manchuria as a pretext for them 
to annex those provinces of China 
which are now recognized as within 
their sphere of influence. 

If the above be the correct view of 
the situation, then the war which 
to determine these great questions is 
only a question of time. How will it 
the American farmer? A war, 
even if Russia and Japan were the only 
forces engaged, would increase im- 
the demand for meats and 
breadstuffs and thus advance prices 
Already both Russia and Japan have 
bought large amounts of meats in 
Kansas City and elsewhere and both 
and corn rise or fall with the 
daily possibilities of an outbreak. The 


is 


immediate effect, therefore, will be to 
advance prices on all farm products 
The ultimate effect, of course, will de 
pend on the result of the war. If 


Japan should win and Russia be com- 
pelled sooner or later to relax her hold 
on Manchuria, then the doctrine of 
the open door, or equal trading priv 
ileges to all nations among the peoples 
of the Orient, would be firmly estab- 
lished to the great advantage of the 
entire American people. 

War may have broken out before 
these lines reach our readers; it may 
not for a month, or six months, or a 
year, but, in our judgment, this is the 


| great event of the near future which 


will tend in its first effects to increase 
the prices of all farm preducts.

As is our usual custom, 
these names were removed from the 
list the first week in January and the 
folks who failed to renew through 
neglect did not realize that their sub- 
seriptions had expired until they 
missed their January 1st issue. They 
are sending in their orders now and 
asking for back numbers which we 
can not supply. If our readers who 
wish the paper another year would be 
prompt with their renewals it would 
save them and us a great deal of an- 
noyance and extra work. In order that 
they may understand the matter we 
would say that the lists of our sub- 
seribers are kept standing in type and 
the date at which each subscription 
expires follows the name.

When his renewal 
comes in it is therefore treated as a 
new subscription and has to take its 
turn with other new ones in getting on 
the list. Consequently he will miss 
probably one and perhaps two papers. 

Three weeks before the subscrip- 
tions expire we send out a notice to 
each subscriber telling him that his 
subscription will shortly expire and 
requesting his renewal for another 
year. We send out a second notice 
the week the subscription expires. If 
our friends would only heed the first 
notice and renew promptly they would 
be rendering us a service which costs 
them nothing extra and would also 
avoid the possibility of missing one 
two copies of the paper. A great 
many of our subscribers are taking ad-

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The Time to Break Prairie Sod for Corn 
An Iowa correspondent writes: 


“When would be the best time to 
break prairie sod, expecting to raise 
corn on it in 1904? The land contains 
ponds, thoroughly tile drained last fall. 
How deep should this be plowed? 
What would be the best method of 
preparing the seed bed? Would you 
advise early or late planting, or would 
you advise planting the same to some 
other crop?” 

It is probable that a good deal of 
land to be planted to corn the coming 
year is in practically the same condi- 
tion. Farmers who expect to put this 
reclaimed land in corn must expect to 
have a good deal of trouble with in- 
sects, and particularly with the wire- 
worm, not merely the first year but 
the second and the third, and this 
should be kept in view in deciding 
on methods of cultivation. 

We believe we would break it as 
early in the spring as possible. What 
success may be attained will depend 
to a very considerable extent on the 
nature of the sod. There is very lit- 
tle strictly prairie sod left in the state 
of Iowa, blue grass having taken hold 
over a great part of the state. If it 
was strictly a prairie sod, we doubt 
whether it is really better to put it in 
corn at all. We think taking two or 
three years together that better re- 
sults would be obtained by letting it 
stand until June, then break it during 
that month, and the earlier the better, 
then back-setting; in other words, tak- 
ing one year to prepare it for cultiva- 
tion. This would go far to destroy all 
kinds of insect pests, especially the 
wireworm, and insure a good crop the 
next year. 

If, however, we were determined to 
put it in corn we would plow it early, 
disk thoroughly, and plant not later 
in the latitude of Green county, Iowa, 
than the 20th of May. Planting this 
late will furnish some protection 
against most varieties of cutworms. 
It will not, however, furnish any pro- 
tection against the wireworm. The 
more thorough the cultivation that is 
given it, the better. 

If the land was clean and free of 
weeds it might be more advisabie to 
sow flax than risk a corn crop. In that 
case we would plow in April, then disk 
thoroughly, and prepare as near as 
possible a perfect seed bed. We 
would give all the work necessary to 
procure that fine mellow seed bed 
which flax requires in order to secure 
a perfect stand and keep weeds from 
getting a show. Possibly if it were 
pure prairie sod this would give bet- 
ter results than planting in corn. 





Questions for Corn Students. 


An Illinois correspondent, who has 
been in frequent attendance at farm- 
ers’ institutes and thus come in per- 
sonal contact with corn growers, sends 
us the following questions which we 
would like very much to have an- 
swered by corn students and corn ex- 
perts through the columns of Wal- 
laces’ Farmer: 

1. Have the acreage and popularity 
of the white varieties increased in the 
last few years? If so, why? 

2. Is there a correspondence in the 
size and form of the cob and the stalk? 

3. Will the continued selection of 
filled out tips for seed affect the size 
of the ear or the yield? 

4. Is the same variety best both for 
the elevator and the feed lot? 

5. Is the vigorous barren stalk a 
foe to corn improvement? (Historians 
of the corn plant say that long ago 
the ear and tassel were one and their 
separation is a step in evolution. - If 
this is so may not male and female 
stalk be a step in still further evolu- 
tion or development?) 

6. Should seed corn be grown on 
land richer or poorer in plant food 
than that on which the seed is to be 
planted? 

7. Is the introduction of improved 
seed from other localities, and especi- 
ally from a somewhat different soil, 
advisable even if it is no better than 
the home grown varieties? 

One or two of these questions were 
proposed last year and drew out some 
rather interesting discussion. Now 
that the agricultural mind is turned 
to corn, let us have in answer to one 
or all of these questions the judgment 
of the corn experts and of farmers who 


have for years past given the subject 


close attention.

J. W., of Cass county, Indiana, gives 
his experience in the Indiana Farmer 
with thirteen acres, as follows: 

“I will give my experience with a 
crop of about thirteen acres, in 1902, 
as this is the only year I kept an ac- 
count of my shredding expenses. In 
beginning, however, will say that in 
1898 we, a-company of ten farmers, 
bought a shredder, paying $210 for it. 
We have hired the same engineer and 
engine each year for $3 per day, we 
furnishing fuel and water, and settling 
our differences in time and engine ex- 
penses as follows: 


“If we made an average of 300 bush- 
els per day, husked corn (and our 
average in 1901 was 301 bushels), we 
charged ourselves one cent per bushel 
for engine, and one-third of a cent 
per bushel difference in time, or at 
at the rate of $1 per day. That is, 
if A had 60 bushels and B 300, A paid 
B $1. We have never had an accident 
to pay for. 

“In this crop off thirteen acres I had 
390 shocks. Of this number I hired 
190 shocks cut, at 4% cents per shock.

‘WALLACES’ FARMER. 


Our Weekly Chicago Market Letter. 


Chicago, Jan. 18.—War talk has been 
heard on all sides lately, and the threat- 
ened hostilities between Russia and Japan 
have been bullish factors in the markets 
for breadstuffs and provisions, causing 
several lively advances. In other re- 
spects nothing unusual has taken place 
to change the ordinary current of events 
in the commercial world. Ine con- 
servatism is seen everywhere, and manu- 
facturers are generally restricting their 
output to present wants instead of glut- 
ting the markets of the world, as they 
have been doing so largely in recent 
years. Already the presidential election 
is a topic of conversation, and it is a mat- 
ter of history that such campaigns tend 
to check business to a greater or less ex- 
tent. Labor troubles are fewer, and large 
numbers of workmen in iron and allied 
lines of manufacture are submitting to 
reductions of from 10 to 15 per cent in 
wages, but the attitude of the many trade 
unions of the country promises consid- 
erable trouble before many months. So 
—j as the banks are concerned, there are 

rounds for complaint. Funds are 
aaneie, and loans are made freely at 5% 
per cent, with a few at 6 and some at 
6 per cent. Never in the history of Chi- 
cago has there been such a vast sum of 
money in oe savings banks as there = 
now. Within a year there has been 
gain in such savings of nearly $19,000, 000, 
and the increase in ten years has been 
525 per cent, from $15, sii, 000 to $109,- 
170,000. Such a showing may be taken 
as an index of prosperity. On the Board 
of Trade the volume of business in ain 
and provisions has reached rather large 
proportions on several days, the opera- 
tions of Armour & Co. being on an ex- 
tensive scale and having a powerful in- 
fluence. Wheat is being shipped'to mar- 
ket much more freely, but war news has 
helped prices on various occasions. Corn 
of inferior grade has been marketed en- 
tirely too freely, the receipts consisting 
largely of soft grain that sold at prices 
so low as to allow little or no profit to 
the country shipper. 

Live stock has been marketed with 
great freedom recently, and the record 
of largest car loads was greatly exceeded 
on Monday, when 3,228 cars arrived at 
the Chicago stock yards, beating the pre- 
vious largest number by 417 cars. On 
that day the cattle run came within a 
few hundred head of reaching the record 
number, 44,123 head arriving, while the 
hog receipts footed up 63,153 head. Cattle 
have been meeting with a good demand 
so far as the better class was concerned, 
and decreasing proportions of prime 
beeves have helped to strengthen prices 


in more medium chunks than 
any other kinds, and they are being dis- 
posed of on a basis of $80 to $130 r 
head. Harness horses are in better de- 
mand, and with no large supply offered 


are sendin 


prices are maintained without § any 
trouble, buyers paying $150 to $400 for 
good to prime animals, while common 


to fair drivers sell at $65 to $125. Heavy 
drafters are not shipped in excessive num- 
bers, there being fewer of them in the 
farming sections than usual, and there 
is a ready sale at $175 to $250 for good 
to prime, but not many are offered that 
are prime enough to sell above $225. The 
commoner kinds have to be closed out at 
$125 to $165. Expressers are meeting 
with a fair demand at unchanged values, 
sales being effected at $135 to $175 for 
good ones and $115 to $130 for the com- 
moner kinds. Mules are slow at $75 to 
$150. w.

over 1,250 pounds, while the best ship- 
ping cattle went for $5.30 to $5.70. Steer 
sales have been largely at $4.10 to $5.10, 


while cows and heifers have sold at $1.10 
to $4.00, a limited number selling at $4.25 
to $4.75, while bulls sold at $1.50 to $4.25, 
calves at $2.00 to $6.25, and milk cows 


at $25 to $50 per head. Increased activ- 
ity has taken place in the demand for 
stockers and feeders recently, and prices 
have advanced sharply, sales ranging at 
$2.00 to $4.25, but not many sales are 
made over $4.00. The general run of 
steers, good to choice beeves excepted, 
declined about 15 to 30 cents during the 
week, and cows and heifers sold from 25 
to 50 cents below the recent high time. 

Hogs have continued to be marketed 
with great freedom from all directions, 
and the demand has been fully equal to 
the liberal supply, the scarcity of swine 
throughout eastern sections of the coun- 
try leading to a large demand to ship 
east. Chicago packers have done their 
full share of buying, and outside competi- 
tion has made strong markets much of 
the time, showing a sharp contrast to the 
extreme depression so conspicuous a few 
weeks ago. The hogs coming to market 
have been — almost uninterrupted 
decreases in weight every week, recent 
averages having en not much over 200 
pounds, and it is quite likely that the 
average weight before long will fall be- 
low 200 pounds. The average weight con- 
tinues much smaller than in most former 
years, and stockmen seem determined to 
ship a good part of their hogs before they 
become even moderately heavy in weight. 
Prospects appear to be bright for prices 
in the near future, and ruling figures ad- 
mit of good profits to feeders. Hogs sold 
at the close of the week at $4.40 to $5.05, 
or about the same as a week earlier. 


Sheep and lambs have shown the usual 
animation, and with an extremely large 
consumption of mutton nearly every- 
where, the liberal receipts were well 
taken Prices have developed a great 


deal of firmness, with the usual reactions, 
such breaks in values usually happening 
towards the close of the week. With 
sheep of good quality selling on an aver- 
age at least $1.00 per 100 pounds higher 
than during the low time a joo weeks 
ago, sheep feeders are making fair profits 
at last, the business having n carried 
on at a loss heretofore in many cases. 
The strongest demand comes still from 
the exporters, who want more prime 
heavy fed western wethers than can be 
had, and in many instances heavy ewes 
are used as substitutes. The call for feed- 
ers is good, but suitable sheep are seldom 
offered, nor is it possible to fill many of 
the accumulated orders for feeding lambs. 
Nearly all the few feeder lambs now com- 
ing forward are held at exorbitant prices, 
and a feeder paid $5.10 per 100 pounds 
for a flock the other day, the lambs be- 
ing such as could be finished in thirty 
to forty days. Lambs have been selling 
at $3.50 to $6.35, sheep at $2.00 to $5.09, 
with the best heavy western wethers at 
$4.50 and native wethers of superior qual- 
ity at $5.00, while prime ewes sold at 
$4.40. Rams sold at $2.50 to $3.00. 

Butter has arrived more freely and 
ruled lower, with best creamery selling at 
21% cents a pound and best dairy at 20 
cents Prime eggs have been active at 
29 cents per dozen, and potatoes advanced 


to 68 and 72 cents per bushel. Dressed 
poultry is active at 10 to 11 cents a 
pound for chickens and 11 to 16 cents 
for turkeys 


As the year advances more horses are 
being shipped to market, and this is 
causing a weakness in the poorer kinds 
which make up a large share of the offer- 
ings day after day. Country shippers

Protecting Trees From Rabbits. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The season is now at hand when 
young orchard trees demand protec- 


tion from rabbits, and we have noticed | 


lately articles in two or three of the 
agricultural papers recommending the 
old preventive of rubbing blood or 
liver over the trunk and lower limbs 
of the young orchard trees. We have, 
however, found this method very un- 
reliable, for if the rabbits have already 
had a taste they will usually again 
commence working on the trees as 
soon as the smell of the blood is gone, 
which will be the case in a short time, 
especially should there be rains. 
Some twenty-five years ago when we 
were just starting in the nursery busi- 
ness, we had a fine block of about 
twenty thousand apple trees on a piece 
of bottom land in the bend of the 
creek (a good place for rabbits, but a 
poor place for trees). These were at- 
tacked and we did the mubbing act to 
perfection, using bided/™@ind liver, but 
they took the entire block before the 
winter was over. Subsequently we 
made up about one hundred and fifty 
box traps and each season in Sep- 
tember we placed them about the 
nursery. If trees at any place showed 
rabbits’ work we would put in a dozen 
more traps in that locality, and we 
soon caught the varmints and the 
trouble ceased, but even this 
method must have careful attention. 
At present several of the catalogue 
nurserymen advertise wood veneer to 
protect trees, but our experience has 
not been satisfactory with these. 
Some years ago we used several thou- 
sand in our Colorado orchards. They 
would warp and split in time more or 
less and have sometimes injured trees 
by chafing. We find that the tarred 
building paper gives us the best re- 
sults. It is cheap and can be easily 
put on. The roll should be made from 
four to six inches in diameter so as to 
leave a.good air space next to the 
tree. This is also a good preventive 
for borers.

The Home Nurseryman. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Last year | was;inetli® cut-over re- 
gion of Minnesota, one hundred miles 
north of Minneapolis, in a region that 
had been settled about ten years. 
Some of it was not even then settled, 
and the country was all quite new. A 
settler showed me his orchard. He 
had bought a couple dozen apple trees 
of a traveling agent representing some 
Ohio nursery. The trees had been out 
two years and were all dead—every 
one of them. The only apple trees he 
had on the place were two little whips 
he had grown from seed himself. 
Naturally the man was discouraged 
and thought it no use to try to grow 
apples that far north. 

That afternoon I visited 
settler. This man had a dozen apple 
trees just coming into bearing, besides 
quite an orchard of younger stuff. 
Three or four of the trees had half 
a bushel each of nice fruit and all the 
trees looked thrifty and healthy. The 
first thing I asked him was where he 
got his trees, and he named a nursery- 
man in the state. The variety of the 
apple which was fruiting he had for- 
gotten, but it was a new sort, not one 
of the old varieties. This man had a 
good deal of practical horticultural 
knowledge, for he had worked in an 
orchard all his life in his old home in 
Michigan, and this knowledge had evi- 
dently helped him in starting his or- 
chard in his new home. I spoke to 
him of the experience of the first 
settler I met. He was very indignant 
about the agent that sold those trees. 
He said: “I saw those trees and they 
were dead when he was delivering 
them. They were nice, fine looking 
trees, and were probably all right 
when they left the nursery. But the 
agent had neglected them. He left 
them at the depot a long while without 
care, and then delivered them with 
nothing over them in the wagon but 
an old blanket. They were dead when 
the farmer got them, and no wonder 
the man could not get any of his trees 
to grow. I tell you it is not safe to 
buy of these agents representing the 
eastern nurseries. What do these fel- | 
lows care? They do not work the 
same territory twice. The farmers’ 
money is all they care for, and even

should the trees be delivered to the 
farmers alive and in good health and 
they should grow for awhile, still they 
can not survive our winters, and will 
soon die because they are the wrong 
varieties. It is foolishness to plant 


the old standard varieties here. They 
are not hardy.” 
The value of some _ horticultural 


knowledge is well illustrated by this 
man’s experience. He not only saves 
himself a good deal of money but he 
saves the whole community from de- 
spair as a result of the blighting in- 
fluence of the work of that one un- 
scrupulous tree agent. He proves that 
apples can be grown there, and soon 
his neighbors will be following his ex- 


ample. 
jut is not his plan of buying of a 
home nursery a good one to follow 


whether we live in Minnesota, Iowa, 
or Missouri? Whether or not our 
home nurserymen are more enterpris- 
ing, honest, or reliable than the east- 
ern nurserymen, there are natural 
safeguards around our dealings with 
them that we do well to take ad- 
vantage of. One of these advantages 
is that he feels compelled because we 
are his neighbors to keep his reputa- 
tion good by dealing with us fairly. 
Another one, and of still more import- 
ance, is that he knows about varieties 
which are suited to local needs. This 
is a great question, and one that our 
experiment stations and our advanced 
nuserymen are working at all the time. 
It is safe to say that our home nursery- 
man keeps up with the times and will 
send out hardy, suitable varieties, 
while the eastern nurseries will sell 
what they have. 

Incalculable loss has resulted here 
in Iowa from planting the old standard 
varieties of apples It is time this 
thing was stopped, but evidently the 
same game is being played in Minne- 
sota. It is a safe plan to deal with 
the home nurseryman, for by the very 
nature of things he is a safer, better 
man to deal with than the eastern 
man. Of course there are exceptions 
to all rules. I went to a nursery in 
my own county once and saw so many 
weeds and other evidences of neglect 
that I decided he was not a good man 
to deal with. Luckily, though, a 
couple of counties further west there 
was a nursery which was all right.

The Des Moines Show. 

Housekeepers who know the annoy- 
ance of preparing for company that 
does not come are in a position to 
sympathize with the management of 
the Des Moines poultry show. The 
attendance was not what might have 
been expected, nor were there as many 
chickens as could have been accom- 
modated. There were no turkeys, but 
one pen of geese, we believe, and one 
| of ducks. The Light Brahmas and 
large 
class. The Wyandottes and Leghorns 
were not so numerous as in the pre- 
vious shows of the association. The 
chickens on exhibition were as a rule 
well cooped, and there were a number 
of extra good birds. There were no 
entries in the dressed poultry class, 
and but three in the class for eggs. 

The Buff Plymouth Rock Club held 
a meeting of interest to the breeders 
of that variety. Mr. J. J. Elliott, of 


Onawa, carried off the silver cup 
offered by the club. Mr. Scruggs, of 
Mitchellville, also had some good 


birds, and would have been nearer the 
front rank had it not been that his 
birds were under weight. Mr. Scruggs, 
owing to late hatches, had to face two 
evils, viz., either crowd his birds for 
weight and run the risk of spoiling 
them as breeders or enter them from 
the range without show preparation. 
The new armory, in which the show 
was held, was an excellent building 
for the purpose. All exhibitors were 
pleased with the accommodations for 
their birds and the treatment received 
from the management. Des Moines 


should be able to support a good show, - 


and we trust the rumor that it is to 
lose the show is without foundation. 

One mistake made by the manage- 
ment of the Des Moines show was that 
of not having the judging completed 
by the end of the second day at least. 
The breeder who has helped make the 
show, who has paid entrance fees and 
express charges on his exhibits has 
a right to all the advertising he can 
get from the show. If he is to have 
the blue ribbon he wants it up in time 
for the crowd to see it. The visitors 
are also interested in noting and com- 
paring prize winners. 

A poultry show is a school of poul- 
try. It is an eye-opener for the man 
who has the degenerate type of 
Plymouth Rocks found on many 
farms to visit the show where men 
who understand the breeding of fine 
poultry have brought the best results 
of their year’s work in competition 
and see what the fanciers’ Plymouth 
Rocks are. It is a training of the 
artistic sense and of the eye to note 
the fine gradations of color in the buff 
varieties of any breed, and to be able 
to compare and see why the judge 
placed his prizes as he did. To know 
the good points of your breed you must 
know the poor points, and the best 
place to study them is at the poultry 
show where there is opportunity for 
comparison. 

A little editing of the newspaper 
notices of the poultry shows would be 
of advantage at times. One of the 
Des Moines dailies informed us that 
the “lordly Cochin is known by the 
peculiar hump on its back.” Such 
notices are of interest only as showing 
how little one need know of a subject 
to write about it. 

At the Saturday evening business 
meeting of the association the prin- 
cipal matter up for consideration was 
the bill to be presented for the con- 
sideration of the legislature this win- 
ter. It provides that the Iowa State 
Poultry Association be legalized as a 
state institution for furthering the 
poultry interests of Iowa; that it hold 
an annual meeting, beginning on 
Thursday of the second full week in 
January, and that papers and ad- 
dresses be furnished for the improve- 
ment of interest and methods; that 
the papers be preserved and published 
in the transactions of the association 
with full reports of all proceedings 
and expenditures in accordance with 
the laws governing the reports of the 
State Board of Agriculture; that there 
be appropriated for the association the 
sum of $1,000 annually, and that mis- 
appropriations of the funds be pun- 
ished by penalties provided. 





A correspondent writes us that 
some few years ago he bought a few 
lambs and when he sheared them the 
next spring they had ticks but after 
that the ticks disappeared. The 





chickens had access to the pen, and 
he wishes to know whether the chick- 
ens ate the ticks. 

Quite probably they did. If plenty 
of chickens have access to a small 
flock of sheep you will not be troubled 
very long with sheep ticks. 





Early Chicks. 


There has probably never been a 
season when chickens have been sold 
so close as this year. Two years of 
high prices are uncommon, and taken 
with the poor corn crops, have tended 
to decrease the fowls kept on farms 
all over the state. This makes it cer- 
tain that prices for early spring chick- 
ens this coming year will rule high. 

As a rule the highest prices are paid 
for fries in April and May. Through 
the winter months and early spring 
the butchers have the late fall chick- 
ens, bought at low prices and 
embalmed for the spring trade, to work 
off. Chickens hatched in March are 
usually ready for the market in time 
to catch the best prices. If hatched 
in February there is a prospect of 
them molting in the fall with the old 
hens. 

Chickens hatched out of season, and 
especially if brooded artificially, have 
a constant battle for life. In cold 
weather they require unceasing care. 
They must be carefully conveyed from 
the incubator to the brooder lest they 
become chilled; they must have a 
warm hover to run to at the first sug- 
gestion of chill, and yet they must 
have cooler quarters if they so choose. 
The first ten days of the chick’s life 
are the critical ones. They should 
start growing from the first and keep 
it up without a break. To do this 
they must have warm, good food, pure 
air, and exercise. As soon as the sex 
can be detected the chicks should be 
separated. Pullets that are to be kept 
as breeders must be allowed free 
range, and a diet that will make bone 
and muscle, while the cockerels for 
market should be fattened and sold 
as soon as possible. The sooner you 
can put two pounds on a chicken and 
sell it the better profit you will have. 
If we wanted early winter eggs we 
would not try to keep the pullets from 
a February hatch unless they were 
destined for breeders. They will bring 
more on the market as fries than they 
will when matured. Then, too, these 
extra early birds are a menace to the 
later hatches. They domineer over 
the smaller chicks, rob them, fight 
them, and take room in the coops and 
yards which April hatches can use to 
better advantage. 





Poultry Notes. 


We have been asked what a nutritive 
ratio is. A nutritive ratio means that 
for every pound of digestible protein 
there are so many pounds of digestible 
carbohydrates. Protein is found in all 
nutritive substances that contain 
nitrogen. These are albuminoids such 
as white of an egg, blood, casein or 
curd of milk, fibrin (which is the basis 
of lean meat), legumin in peas, and 
the gluten of all grains. Carbohydrates 
are the starches from grains and vege- 
tables, and the sugars present in 
grains, fruits, and vegetables. Protein 
forms the bone, muscles, tendons, or- 
gans of the body, and feathers. Car- 
bohydrates maintain the heat of the 
body, and are fat producers. 





A correspondent writes: 

“What is the feeding value of cooked 
bone? Will it pay to grind the bones 
from roasts, etc., for the chickens?” 

The feeding value of a cooked bone 
depends upon the bone. Some bones 
have enough cooked meat attached to 
be of a good deal of value; others are 
worth only the mineral matter. It is 
claimed that a dog would starve to 
death on a diet of cooked meat only. 
It is always worth while to grind up 
cooked bones, or, failing to have a hone 
cutter, to char them in the fire until 
black enough to break up readily, and 
feed to the hens.

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lowa Drainage Convention. 

The first Iowa Drainage Convention 
was held at Ames, Iowa, at the State 
Agricultural College, January 15th and 
16th. There was an attendance of 
several hundred. Part of it consisted 
of farmers who had been 
the short course at Ames, and most 
of whom were much interested in 
drainage, and the remainder made up 
of those who came especially to attend 
this convention. Among the latter 
were quite a number of members of 
the present legislature. Professor Cur- 
tiss in calling the meeting to order 
the evening of the 15th explained the 
need of adequate drainage laws in 
lowa, and outlined the work which has 
been done by Professor Stevenson in 
collecting statistics concerning the 
land in the state which needs drainage. 

John Hammill, of Britt, lowa, and 
J. F. Ford, of Fort Dodge, lowa, pre- 
sented papers on the drainage laws of 
the state. They quoted the present 
law very fully and indicated points in 
which it could be amended with benefit 
to the people generally. As this is a 
question which will be very thoroughly 
discussed by the present legislature, 
we do not feel justified in devoting 
much space to it until the proposed 
changes are put in definite form in 
the shape of a bill, which wili no doubt 
be done very quickly after the legis- 
lature meets January 26th. Whether 
the present law can be amended to 
give adequate relief or whether it will 
be better to wipe it out entirely and 
enact in place of it an entirely new 
law embodying the needs as shown by 
the experience of the past two years 
remains to be determined. In his talk 
on the drainage laws of other states 
Mr. C. G. Elliott, the drainage expert 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
spoke of the value of having a com- 
plete harmonious drainage law instead 
of a law built up in a patch-work way 
by amendments from year to year as 
new points came up and which seemed 
to make it necessary. 

The present law seems to 
be lame in the following points: Those 
desiring to establish a drainage dis- 
trict now file a petition with the 
county auditor, who has an engineer 
survey the proposed district, and then 
reports to the board of supervisors. 
Mr. Hammill thought that the auditor 
Was an unnecessary third party. 
Lands outside of the drainage district 
which are benefited do not now bear 
part of the burden; the law should 
provide for assessments against all 
lands benefited whether they are at 
first included in the district or not. 

The requirements for the petition 
are unjust and work hardship. A ma- 
jority of the owners of the iand acre- 
age should be required on the petition 
instead of a majority of the voters. 
Mr. Ford advocated the appointment 
of a drainage commission who should 
have sole charge of the matter of es- 
tablishing districts and control them 
with power to assess benefits and dam- 
ages and simply certify same to the 
board of supervisors. He also advo- 
cated making a general levy on all 
property in the drainage district on 
the theory that the entire public is 
benefited. Drainage bonds should be 
made absolutely good. Penalties 
should be laid on anybody interfering 
or obstructing drainages and ditches 
and all ditches should be fenced at the 
expense of the district and not of the 
property owner. 

Professor Stevenson, of the Agricul- 
tural College, delivered a most enter- 
taining and instructive address on the 
need of drainage in the state. He said 
that in the east the farmers are study- 
ing commercial fertilizers. The same 
is true in the south in Ohio, Indiana, 
and Illinois. In Iowa the paramount 
question is drainage. Since taking up 
his work at the college last summer 
he had sent out 4,000 letters to Iowa 
farmers asking for information on 
drainage, and had received 2,000 an- 
swers. From this he compiled a table 
for a few counties in the state and 
for the state as a whole. Taking the 
2,000 letters as a basis from which to 
make his estimate he arrived at the 
following figures: The average sized 
farm in the state contains 249 1-10 
acres of which 16.4 per cent is partialiy 
lost on account of lack of drainage; 
6.7 per cent is entirely lost; 40 per 
cent of the farms have no outlet for 
drainage; and 25 per cent need a gen- 
eral drainage ditch. The average per 
cent of land in each township which 
is non-productive because of lack of 
drainage is 12.4. He estimated the 
annual loss to the state of lowa from 
lack of drainage to be $21,808,960, and 
in arriving at this figure he estimated 
the productive value of the land at

Old Cream for Butter Making. 

The main question to be solved by 
the managers and patrons of cream- 
eries that handle farm separator 
cream is to get it to the creamery in 
such condition that the very highest 
quality of butter can be made from it. 
This does not only mean that the 
cream be sweet. It must be free from 
odors which affect the flavor of the 
butter. Touching this point Professor 
Farrington, of the Wisconsin Agricul- 
tural College, says: 

“At the dairy school we once held 
some sweet cream fresh from the sepa- 
rator in a vat where its temperature 
did not rise above 50 degrees. I want- 
ed to find out if the aging of sweet 
cream would have any effect on the 
butter even if the cream was not 
tainted or soured. This cream was 
kept sweet for different lengths of 
time, two, three, and four days at a 
time, and after keeping it a starter 











| was added and the cream ripened and 
| churned. 


We found that the butter 
made from such cream when it was 


| over two days old had a rather old, 


inclined to be strong flavor. This 
showed to us that some flavors, detri- 
mental to fresh butter, are developed 


| by the cream standing, even if it is 











not sour, for a few days hefore it 
is churned. 

“I was somewhat surprised by the 
results, but was obliged to accept them 
because the work was repeated several 
times. This is the only evidence I 
have to offer on this point, but it seems 
to me to indicate that it is hardly safe 
for farmers to keep their cream more 
than two days before it is collected 
by the cream haulers. I know there 
are some instances in which cream is 
collected only twice a week, but such 
cream, if kept by itself, will surely 
make defective butter. The only hope 
of handling such cream successfully is 
to mix it with so large a quantity of 
fresh cream that the defects of the 
old cream will be covered up by that 
of better quality. 

“When cream ages by standing too 
long a time it is difficult for a butter- 
maker to rejuvenate it and make but- 
ter of a fancy flavor from it. More or 
less successful attempts to do this 
have been made by adding water to 
such cream and running it through 
a separator, then ripening the cream 
separated with a carefully selected 
starter. This practice, I think, will 
be successful if it is carefully done 
by a man who understands his busi- 
ness. I think the final results will be 
equal to, if not better, than when but- 
ter is made from the cream without 
first diluting and separating it a sec- 
ond time. The adding of water and 
separating such cream a second time 
will wash out some of the bad flavors, 
and in this way it may increase the 
price of the butter made from it by 
one or two cents over what would be 
obtained from the butter, in case the 
cream had not been subjected to this 
treatment. 

“There will necessarily be a loss, 
however, by this second skimming, 
because some of the fat will be left 
in the skim-milk, and the total amount 
of butter made will be diminished, 
but the increase in price per pound 
should be enough to overcome the loss 
in weight.” 





A Modern Dairy Barn. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

A modern dairy barn does not need 
to be an expensive structure but must 
be well lighted and well ventilated so 


| as to be perfectly healthy for the cows. 





It is said that a man can live without 
food for ten days but he can not do 
without pure air five minutes. 

I prefer a basement barn with not 
over half a bank, and would want it 
standing north and south if possible to 
get the most sunlight. It should be 
not less than thirty-eight feet wide 
and of any desired length. Put in two 
rows of cows with gutters and a drive- 
way between to drive in and clean out, 
and haul the manure to the field and 
spread it at once. This arrangement 
places the cows facing the light in a 
row on each side. There should be a 





window every eight feet, a sash with 


four 9x16 lights. 


The basement walls can be built of 


2x6’s twenty-two inches apart at cen- 


ter and sided on outside and lined on 
inside to make dead air space, with an 
opening between windows in siding 
just on top of the foundation wall and 
another opening in the lining at the 
ceiling. This leaves a cold air duct 
6x18 inches every eight feet and the 
pure air is admitted without draft. 
The foul air flue starts at the top of 
foundation wall and goes outside 
higher than the barn. There should 
be one at each end of the barn. This 
gives perfect ventilation, which is es- 
sential to the comfort and health of 
the cows, as well as to the cleanliness 
and purity of the dairy product. 

Cement floors throughout with gut- 
ters made of new process cement, 
lime, and sand, so they will not absorb 
any of the liquid. The gutters should 
have no drain but absorb with litter— 
refuse of shredded corn stover is the 
best. The gutter should be sprinkled 
with land plaster every day to take 
up ammonia. 

There are various stalls. We use 
the Newton and Van Norman, and pre- 
fer the latter because better and 
cheaper. Drawings and specifications 
of this stall can be obtained in the 
thirteenth annual report of the Purdue 
Station, published in June, 1900. The 
basement should be nine feet in 
height. The superstructure above 
should be large and roomy to hold all 
kinds of roughage that does not go 
into the silo. I prefer the balloon 
frame and self-supporting roof. 

No modern dairy or stock barn is 
complete without one or two silos to 
carry the herd through winter and 
drouths in summer. I prefer a 
cemented silo, made by digging a 
trench and filling with cement and 
cobblestones to top of ground. Then 
make circular form on top trench and 
fill with cement and cobblestones or 
coarse gravel. Set up 2x4’s twelve 
inches apart from center and line in- 
side with three-eights or one-half inch 
boards six inches wide. Strip lath 
with beveled edge three-eighths to one- 
half inch by one and one-half inch 
strips so as to make a clincher for the 
cement. Hoop on outside of 2x4’s with 
6-inch boards one-half inch thick and 
doubled to break joints, or screen and 
cement same as inside, using two- 
thirds Portland cement and one-third 
new process lime well mixed and 
added to twice as much well screened 
sand. The lime makes it air-tight and 
more sticky, so it does not roll under 
the trowel like cement and sand 
should. Be careful to get the doors 
right and have them tight. There is 
too much silage wasted by poorly con- 
structed doors. Bulletin No. 91 of the 
Purdue station gives drawings and 
specifications of a very satisfactory 
silo door. I prefer this kind of silo 
to a solid concrete construction be- 
cause much cheaper, and it will cer- 
tainly last as long.

Discontent in Texas. 


The cattlemen of northeast Texas are 
not at all pleased with the prospect for 
next year. Many of them are over- 
stocked and the situation is aggravated 
in not a few instances by a scarcity of 
grass and water. Another discouraging 
feature is the inability to secure cars 
in which to ship cattle to market and 
thereby relieve their ranges. Opinion 
among them is somewhat divided as to 
the reason for the present slump. in 
prices. Some take the view of over- 
production and others suspicion that the 
packers have much to do with it. The 
report given out some weeks ago, pre- 
sumably by the railroads, that the car 
famine was over, proves to have been 
premature, as many ranchmen on both 
sides of the Pecos river are now con- 
sidering one of two plans, whether they 
shall turn their cattle back on the range, 
which, as before stated, is already over- 
stocked, or hold them in expectation of 
getting cars later on. With a bad mar- 
ket before them and a lack of grass and 
water behind them they seem to be hav- 
ing an unusual share of discomfort just 
now.—San Antonio Express.

The 
Audubon and Humane societies are 
doing a grand work, so are many of 
our teachers, and bird lecturers are 
helping people to see the increased 
pleasure we may have in life by a 
closer walk with birds as we come to 
know them and their names and 
habits. The art of photography gives 
pleasure and recreation in this study 
of their native haunts. In this way 
we learn that birds are architects, 
decorators, and humbugs in the ways 
in which their nests are built to de- 
ceive their enemies 

My immediate object in writing this 
is to call attention to the importance 
of legislation to suppress the cruel 
sport of trap shooting of live pigeons. 
The Audubon societies in the state of 
lowa which have done so much to pro- 
mote bird study and bird protection 
should use every effort during the next 
few weeks to secure the enactment of 
a law by the Iowa General Assembly 
that will prohibit the cruel, wicked 
sport of trap shooting live pigeons. It 
is more important now than ever since 
Nebraska has prohibited it and the 


possibilities of good 


sporting clubs are making Iowa the 
theater of their cruelty, not to say 
wickedness 


We believe in sport; we believe in 
all kinds of sport that develops high 
skill, but we do not believe in sport 
that wantonly maims and cripples the 
victim and at the same time lowers the 
moral tone of those who participate. 
Shooting glass balls from a trap does 
require skill and it does not lower 
the moral tone of the sportsman; 
shooting a poor pigeon with a gun 
aimed at the point of its expected 
appearance and while the poor thing 
is endeavoring to take its bearings 
and escape does not require a high 
degree of skill and certainly does not 
elevate the character. Who cares to 
have sport that requires but little skill 
and in case of an ineffective shot 
merely wounds the victim and inflicts 
protracted suffering and a slow, pain- 
ful death? 

It is no excuse to say that these 
slain birds are given to hospitals. The 
state of Iowa does not need any bene- 
factions of this kind. She is well able 
to supply the hospitals with all needed 
delicacies; nor is it any excuse to say 
that it encourages farmers to grow 
pigeons for sale to these clubs. 
Pigeons have a market value with 
poultry and they can be killed quickly, 
painlessly, and thus furnish a healthy 
and nutritious diet. 

The best sportsmen do not approve 
of this cruel business and it is time 
that the legislature of the state of 
Iowa should prohibit a. sport which 
does not seriously try the skill of the 
sportsman and at the same time 
tends to brutalize him. 

If the members of the legislature 
will devote even a short time to the 
study of birds they will learn that 
even a crow is not so black as he is 
painted and that the good, religious 
people of long ago who were taught 
to fix their eyes on the better world, 
almost to the exclusion of this one, 
have left to their children the heritage 
of a great desire to study nature as 
never before and learn the real value 
of birds, for whom we hope a happier 


day is dawning in Iowa.

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Transportation of Freight by Electric 
Lines. 

Electric traction is becoming a 
recognized factor in the transportation 
of freight for short distances. During 
the past few years this industry has 
increased very rapidly, and many rural 
communities throughout the country 
depend almost entirely upon the elec- 
tric railroads for the transportation of 
their products to nearby markets. 

The development of this branch of 
electric transportation has apparently 
assumed greater proportions in the 
middle western states than in any 
other part of the country, although 
there are examples of it in practically 
all parts of the United States. 

Electric lines are also used to some 
extent as “feeders” to steam railroads, 
hauling the loaded freight cars of the 
latter from the junction of the two 
roads to communities many miles dis- 
tant by means of an electric motor. 
After the cars are emptied freight 
destined for points on the steam rail- 
road, or points on some one of its con- 
necting lines, is then loaded into these 
cars, which are again delivered to the 
steam railroad. In almost all cases 
the management of the electric road 
is entirely independent of that of the 
steam road 

The importance of electric lines as 
freight carriers must be considered, as 
yet, to be very slight, but there are 
individual instances of really remark- 
able development; and several lines 
give the territory through which they 
operate service equivalent to that 
given by the steam railroads, carrying 
practically all commodities offered, 
either in car load or less than car load 
lots. 

In many cases farming districts ad- 
jacent to cities are served by electric 
lines; garden truck, milk, and live 
stock are carried to market in freight 
or express cars, while the farmer pro- 
cures his supplies from the city in the 
same manner. 

The freight equipment of different 
roads, of course, varies greatly. Where 
the business is small, a combination 
passenger and baggage car often 
meets the requirements, while there 
are many roads which are able to meet 
all demands for freight transportation 
with one or two box or flat cars. There 
are instances, however, where the 
freight equipment is very large, reach- 
ing as high as ninety freight cars for 
a single road, and including box, flat, 
and combination cars. 

Freight rates vary greatly between 
different roads for like distances. 
When an electric line parallels a steam 
road it generally bases its rates upon 
those of the steam line. The official 
classification used by the steam rail- 
roads in the territory east of Lake 
Michigan, Chicago, and the Mississippi 
river, and north of the Ohio and 
Potomac rivers to the Atlantic sea- 
board, is used to some extent by elec- 
tric lines in this territory for the pur- 
pose of classifying their freight. 
Printed tariffs embracing a great num- 
ber and variety of commodities are 
issued by a number of lines. 

A line running out of Portland, 
Oregon, aptly illustrates the develop- 
ment which is, at present, possible in 
freight transportation, by means of 
electric traction, and a brief history 
of its growth, therefore, is worth read- 
ing. This line has carried more or 
less merchandise since 1892. The 
original service was for express pack- 
ages only, but it has gradually been 
extended until today all classes of mer- 
chandise are carried, including farm 
produce, lumber, and logs in car load 
lots. The freight equipment consists 
of six freight motors, ten box cars, 
seventy-six flat cars, and four 55-foot 
combination passenger, milk, and ex- 
press cars, having capacities ranging 
from 30,000 to 50,000 pounds, and all 
being equipped with patent couplers 
and air brakes. Two trips daily are 
made over the line, and special trains 
are also operated as business demands. 
Two freight stations, one located at 
Portland and the other at Oregon City, 
have been established. 

This company has entered into an 
agreement with the Southern Pacific 
and Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Companies for the interchange of 
freight traffic by which the cars of the 
above companies are loaded on this 
company’s lines and delivered for ship- 
ment to points on the trans-continental 
lines or east thereof. It also has an 
agreement by which it handles the 
pouch mail for the postal authorities 
between Portland and Oregon City 
and between Portland and Bering, be- 
yond which point arrangements are 
now being made for a regular railroad

While the development of freight 
transportation by electric lines has 
been very rapid in the past few years 
there are many reasons to believe that 
an increased growth in the future is 
to be expected. Many roads which 
have not yet a freight service have 
indicated their purpose of establish- 
ing one, and a number which are 
carrying only a small amount of 
freight expect to increase their ton- 
nage by improving their freight-carry- 
ing facilities—Crop Reporter. 





Cost of Growing Corn. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

As some of your readers are giving 
the cost of raising a bushel of corn 
I will tell what it has cost me for the 
season of 1903. This was a bad year 
for farm work on account of rain, and 
we could not tend our corn as we 
should. I had ninety acres planted to 
corn. Twenty acres had to be planted 
the second time with planter and 
some replanted by hand. Twenty-five 
acres broke up so cloddy that I disked 
it, harrowed twice before planting, 
rolled twice and harrowed twice after 
planting, which made extra work. I 


use a gang plow with six horses; four 
to six horses on a 22-foot harrow, as 
the work may require; a _  12-foot 


weeder; an 8-foot steel roller; and a 


single-row surface cultivator. I count 


| each horse worth fifty cents per day 
|} and each man one dollar. My crop 


yielded this season fifty-five bushels 


| per acre. 


The exact cost of work on these 
ninety acres, including cost of husk 
ing at three cents per bushel, was 
$299.75, making the cost in labor alone 


| a little less than six cents per bushel 


I have not taken into account interest 
on land or wear on machinery, as these 
will vary in different localities. I kept 


| an itemized account of all work done 
| each day so there is nothing guess 


work. These ninety acres were plowed 
in twelve and one-half days. All the 


| work with the exception of twelve 
| days was done by myself, besides do 


ing all my choring and looking after 
the stock on the farm.

they should all or nearly all be brown. 
The Whippoorwill and Black-eyed are 
the most satisfactory varieties here. 

I know of a neighbor who had pas 


tured peas down until only the dry 
stubs were left. He turned his sheep 
in the field as the lot they were in 
was very small. To his and my own 
surprise the sheep ate those stubs 
down as close as they could pick 
them. The sheep were well cared for 
and were used to a change of feed. 
To feed them on the frozen ground 


or on snow to cattle and sheep the 
sheep will pick up every hulled pea 
and all the little blades Poultry do 


well on hulled peas, or, if they get to 


a rick of them, they will hull them. 
Hogs will relish the hay if steamed. 
When stacked out in the open they 
should have a top covering of some- 
thing like timothy or straw. The sides 
will become very dark Don’t be 


alarmed at this, but watch the stock

Feeding Alfalfa to Hogs. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The owners of the Sumner ranch, 
at North Platte, Nebraska, have been 
making a very thorough study of the 
feeding value of alfalfa for hogs. Dur- 
ing the summers of 1901, 1902, and 
1903 large numbers of hogs have been 
pastured on this farm on alfalfa as 
well as other farms in the Platte val- 
ley in Lincoln county under the con- 
trol of the same parties. 

There has been a great deal said in 
regard to pasturing hogs on alfalfa for 
a number of years, various parties hav- 
ing varied experiences: For example, 
Mr. F. B. Coburn, of Kansas, now 
superintendent of the live stock de- 
partment of the World’s Fair at St. 
Louis, in his book on alfalfa says that 
ten hogs on an acre of alfalfa during 
six months pasture season will make 
a gain of 100 pounds each. This is 
1,000 pounds of pork from an acre of 
land, which at 5 cents per pound would 
be $50 per acre for the use of the land. 

We never made a thorough test of 
how many hogs could be pastured on 
an acre of iand but we did make quite 
a thorough test on four farms of what 
corn was necessary with alfalfa pas- 
ture to carry hogs and pigs through 
the summer season. Our experience 
in pasturing the hogs on alfalfa with- 
out corn was unsatisfactory and we 
found that where the hogs had plenty 
of alfalfa pasture and from one to one 
and one-half pounds of corn each per 
day they would make a gain of prac- 
tically one pound per day. In other 
words they would gain in flesh per 
day nearly as much as the corn fed. 
We also found that the total number 
of pounds of gain on a drove of say 
one hundred head of hogs that this 
small ration of corn did not cost to 
exceed 2 cents per pound for the gain 
made. We found that three or four 
hogs per acre, and then cut the alfalfa 
three times just the same as we would 
had it not been pastured, was much 
more satisfactory than to put ten or 
twelve head of hogs to the acre and 
not cut the alfalfa. You can safely 
put thirty to fifty head of hogs on ten 
acres of alfalfa and cut it three times, 
and you will hardly know that the 
hogs were on the alfalfa, but if you 
over-pasture the land they will kill it 
out in from one to two seasons. 

During the summer of 1902 we made 
a gain of eight-tenths of a pound per 
day on hogs weighing 100 pounds each 


by feeding only one pound of ground 
wheat to each hog per day. On this 
pasture we run only about five head 


to the acre and cut the alfalfa three 
times. When the alfalfa came up in 
the spring of 1903 we could not tell 


the difference between this pasture 
which was pastured at the rute of five 
hogs to the acre and the adjoining one 


that was not pastured at all. 

Our experience during the summer 
with pasturing hogs on alfalfa was 
more than satisfactory, but how to util- 
ize the alfalfa during the winter was 
the great question yet unsolved. 

We found during the winter of 1902 
and 1903 that it was almost an im- 


possibility to get a hog to eat enough 
alfalfa hay to sustain life, but we found 
that by cutting the hay up fine with 
a feed cutter and mixing this cut 
alfalfa with ground corn meal and 
wetting it well that we could get them 
to eat from five to six pounds of this 


cut alfalfa per day, and in this way 
we wintered them very satisfactorily 
and made a steady gain during the 
entire winter season. 


There is no question but what alfalfa 


is one of the best feeds for the hog 
that can be obtained to be fed with 
corn. It is a laxative food, keeps the 
system in perfect order, and it makes 
it safe to feed a larger quantity of 
corn with alfalfa than without it. 


The greatest trouble in getting the 
small pigs or shoats to eat alfalfa is 
that it is too coarse for them to digest, 
and the owners of this ranch were not 
satisfied even with the cut alfalfa, and 
they proceeded to ascertain some way 
to grind the alfalfa into meal. They 
experimented with this for over a 
year before they could find any ma- 
chine that would properly grind the 
alfalfa, and only within the last three 
or four months were they able to ac- 
complish this result. For several 
months they have ground the alfalfa 
into nveal and in that way have mixed 
the alfalfa with ground corn and fed 
it as a slop and found that no only the 
small pigs and the shoats but the old 
brood sows have done much better

Professor E. A. Burnett, director of 
the experiment station at Lincoln, has 
become very much interested in this 
subject of feeding hogs on alfalfa; so 
much so, that the owners of the Red 
ranch at North Platte, above men- 
tioned, arranged with Professor Bur- 
nett to carry on an experiment with 
hogs on alfalfa on this farm during 
the months of January, February, and 
March, 1904, and this experiment is 
now going on. This test is being made 
to ascertain the value of alfalfa in 
comparison with bran or shorts with 
corn, and also to ascertain what per 
cent of alfalfa is best to feed with the 
corn. 


The experiment consists of twelve 
lots of pigs, young gilts and brood 
sows, and these are divided and be- 


ing fed as follows: 

One lot consists of seven pigs and 
is being fed 100 per cent or all ground 
corn. 

One lot consists of seven pigs and 
is being fed 75 per cent ground corn 
and 25 per cent shorts. 

One lot consists of seven pigs and 
is being fed 75 per cent ground corn 
and 25 per cent alfalfa meal. 

One lot of seven pigs is being fed 
75 per cent ground corn and 25 per 
cent of bran. 

One lot of seven pigs 
50 per cent ground corn and 50 
cent of shorts. 

One lot of seven 
50 per cent ground 
cent of alfalfa meal. 

The above pigs average about eighty 
pounds each. 

One lot of fifteen brood sows, one 
year old, weighing 250 pounds each, 
is being fed 25 per cent ground corn 
and 75 per cent alfalfa meal. 

One lot of twenty-two young gilts 
weighing 150 pounds each is being fed

A similar lot of twenty-two young 


gilts of same weight is being fed 50 
per cent ground barley and 50 per 
cent alfalfa meal. 

Another similar lot is being fed 50 
per cent ground rye and 50 per cent 
alfalfa meal. 

You will see from the above that a 
comparison is being made of all corn 
and a certain per cent of corn with 
shorts, bran, and alfalfa meal. 

You will also see that a comparison 
is being made with ground barley and 
alfalfa meal and ground rye and alfalfa 
meal to ascertain the difference in the 
value of rye and barley and corn. 

This experiment commenced about

the 20th of December and will run for 


practically three months. Every pound 
of grain and alfalfa that is being fed 
is weighed absolutely accurate. 

All of the hogs in the above experi- 
ment have been summered on alfalfa 
pasture with an average of about one 
pound of corn per head per day in 
addition to the alfalfa pasture. From 
the time they were taken off the pas- 
ture until they were put on this ex- 
periment each hog or shoat was fed 
alfalfa meal in connection with ground 
corn or barley at the rate of about 
one and one-half to two pounds of corn 
per day mixed with all the alfalfa 
they would clean up. 


The experiment fs being watched 








very closely as a great many people 
are interested in the feeding value of 
alfalfa, and the results will be given 
when the experiment is completed

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Feeding the Young Bull. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“Will you please give me some in- 
formation in regard to feeding a bull 
ealf almost one year old? 
finely bred Hereford, somewhat under 
size, caused by an ailment when quite 
young. I think he is in very thrifty 
condition now. I want to use him for 
breeding purposes, and I also want to 
show him. I want to crowd him all I 
possibly can without injury. I would 
thank you very much for information 
on the subject either through your 
paper or by reference to some work 
which it would not take a college grad- 
uate to understand. I will tell you 
what I am feeding him now and you 
will see wherein I need help. This is 
his daily ration: Shelled corn, six 
pounds; oil meal (old process), one 
pound; ground rye, two pounds; tur- 
nips, four and one-half pounds; one 
bundle nice bright oats, and all the 
alfalfa hay he will eat, which I think 
is about twenty pounds.” 

Your subscriber in feeding his Here- 
ford calf should aim to feed him a 
ration conducive to growth rather than 
fat. This being the case, he should 
not feed too much corn. Corn is an 
excellent feed for fattening animals, 
but should not be fed in large quanti- 
ties to young and growing animals in- 
tended for breeding purposes. A lib- 
eral amount of corn, however, com- 
bined with other feed stuffs should 
always be fed due to the fact that corn 
is one of the most extensive feeds 
grown in this state. Furthermore, an- 
other point which many men who feed 
animals intended for breeding pur- 
poses do not give full consideration 
is the fact that plenty of outdoor exer- 
cise is very essential to the health of 
the animals. An animal will, for a 
short time at least, make better gains 
and heavier growth when confined to 


a small box stall. Sooner or later, 
however, the animal will go wrong. 
It will either go off on its feed or in 


some other way. There is nothing so 
good as ‘the box stall when the animal 
is in the barn, but each and every 
young animal should have from six to 
ten hours’ exercise in an open feed lot 
each day when the weather is favor- 


able. It is not best to feed too heavy 
a grain ration. It is preferable to 
keep the animals rather underfed than 
overfed. 


Your subscriber is very fortunate in 
having alfalfa hay and sheaf oats for 
roughness. There is nothing better in 
this line. Both of these feeds are rich 
in protein, which produces bone and 
muscle. The grain ration which he 
recommends is fairly good. If fed in 
conjunction with ordinary feed stuffs 
for roughage [ would say that it is 
too much of a fattening ration, but 
since he has alfalfa and oats hay for 
roughness he can feed more corn than 
he otherwise could. I would sugegst, 
however, that he omit the ground rye 
from the ration altogether, as it is not 
the best kind of feed for breeding 


stock. A ration of say three pounds 
corn, three pounds oats, one pound 
wheat bran, and one pound oi] meal 


with six to ten pounds of turnips per 
day should give excellent results. The 
grain ration will have to be increased 
as the animal increases in growth. It 
is fairly safe to feed a pound to one 
and a quarter pounds of the grain mix- 
ture per day for every 100 pounds live 
weight of the animal. If the animal is 
thin in flesh, more might be fed; if 
high in flesh, less. 

Your subscriber is most fortunate in 
having turnips to feed. Nothing will 
prove more advantageous as they will 
increase the palatability of the ration 
very much.
